BlackBerry e-mail and instant messaging services will be shut down if the Canadian maker 


does not address Indian national security concerns by Aug. 31, the Indian government said on 


Thursday. 


The ultimatum was issued hours after senior officials from government, intelligence and 


state-run telecom operators met to discuss how to gain access to the content, the latest global 


headache for RIM. 

In a matter of a few weeks, the BlackBerry device —long the darling of the world’s CEOs and 
politicians, including President Obama—has become a target for its sealed e-mail and messag- 
ing services with governments around the world. Here’s how different governments have dealt 
with concerns raised by BlackBerry’s encrypted data. reuters 


UNITED ARAB

AGREEMENT ON 
2 OF 24 COUNTS 


Chicago Tribune 
Rod Blagojevich 
nervously drummed 
his knuckles on a 
table in the federal 
courtroom where 
he has been on trial 
since June, but when 
anew message from 
the jury deciding 
his fate finally was 
read Thursday, the 
former governor 
learned there would 
be more waiting. 


Hung juries are 
rare in federal

Jurors signaled the Blagojevich 
that despite 12 days case, experts say. 
of deliberations 


they have agreed on 
just two of the 24 counts faced by Blagojev- 
ich—without hinting at which ones or how 
they voted—and had yet to take up half of the 
remaining 22 counts. 

The result was a cloud of confusion hang- 
ing over a showcase trial that had captivated 
the nation with testimony and wiretaps 
portraying the twice-elected Illinois leader 
as a vain, profanity-spewing, responsibility- 
shirking politician who allegedly tried to sell 
the U.S. Senate seat once held by President 
Obama. 

Blagojevich and his brother, Robert, now 
will have to wait until at least Monday for a 
decision, as jurors deliberated through Thurs- 
day and then told court officials they were

done for the week. 

The former governor was his typical self 
as he left the courthouse, smiling and waving 
to onlookers. He would not answer report- 
ers’ questions about the jury cliffhanger, just 
thanking one woman as he signed an auto- 
graph. 

The latest drama at Blagojevich’s corrup- 
tion trial began to unfold Wednesday when 
the jury asked US. District Judge James Zagel 
for direction on what it should do if it couldn’t

reach a unanimous decision. 

The judge had answered in writing that he 
needed more clarification on the status of de- 
liberations and told the six men and six wom- 
en that it would be possible for them to ren- 
der a split verdict, agreeing on some counts 
and not others. 

The jury answered Thursday morning with 
anote that Zagel read in court. The jury wrote 
that it had agreed on only two counts, couldn’t 
agree on 11 others and had not even voted on 


11 wire fraud counts. 


The wire fraud charges—counts three 
through 13 in the indictment—cover specific 
acts, including Blagojevich’s alleged attempts 
to get something for the Senate appointment. 
Many of those same allegations are predicate 
acts the jury would need to find Blagojevich 
committed in order to find him guilty of rack- 
eteering. 

Zagel, with the assent of prosecution and 
defense lawyers, sent back a note instructing 


the jury to proceed with more deliberations 
to decide the wire fraud counts even if they 
ultimately fail to agree. 

‘A deliberative decision on those counts 
should be made even if it is a decision that you 
can’t reach agreement,” he wrote. 

The defense team was cautiously optimis- 
tic about the jury’s note, though its meaning 
remained unclear. Robert Blagojevich, who 
led his brother’s campaign fund in part of 
2008, said he was anxious as lawyers tried to

If the jury ultimately fails to reach agree- 
ment on as many as 22 of the 24 counts— 
especially counts one and two, the broad 
racketeering and conspiracy charges—the 
US. attorney’s office would have to decide 
whether it would retry the former governor 
and his brother. The office had no comment 
on Thursday’s developments.

Walker 
had issued a temporary stay on his decision, which 
on Thursday he said he would lift. 

The high-profile case is being watched closely by 
supporters and opponents of same-sex marriage, 
as many say it is likely to make its way to the US. 
Supreme Court. If it does, the case could result in 
a landmark decision on whether people in the US. 
are allowed to marry others of the same sex. 

Same-sex couples in California were permitted to 
marry, briefly, before Proposition 8 passed in 2008. 

“Today’s ruling means that in less than one week, 
equality under the law will be restored for millions 
of loving families across California,” said Rick Ja- 
cobs, founder of the Courage Campaign. 

Proposition 8 defines marriage as a union be- 
tween a man and woman and passed in California 
with some 52 percent of the vote in November 
2008. 

In his decision, Walker expressed his doubt that 
an appeal would be successful.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. Come Friday 
night, in the birthplace of basket- 
ball, Scottie Pippen will enter the 
Naismith Basketball Hall of Fame. 

It’s an honor that perhaps only Pippen believed was possible 
while growing up a gangly kid in Hamburg, Ark., the last of 12 kids 
living in two rooms. 

Chicago lived through Pippen’s ascent, so the accomplishments 
easily roll off the tongue: seven AII-NBA teams, 10 All-Defensive 
teams, an All-Star Game most valuable player award in 1994, two 
Olympic gold medals, inclusion in the NBAs all-time top 50. 

His familiar No. 33 has hung in the United Center rafters since 
December 2005. And now he will represent the Bulls forever in 
Springfield. From the Bulls’ first championship over the Lakers in 
1991 that led to their first three-peat to the grueling, seven-game 
Eastern Conference finals victory over the Pacers that led to the 
sixth title in 1998, Pippen’s defensive dominance shined. 

His shadowing of Magic Johnson in 1991 turned that series af- 
ter the Bulls dropped a heartbreaker at home in Game 1. And his 
blanketing of everyone from point guard Mark Jackson to power 
forward Derrick McKey in the taut Game 7 victory over the Pacers 
in 1998 demonstrated his unique combination of length and sawvy. 

“What set Scottie apart defensively was his versatility,” former 
Bulls general manager Jerry Krause said. “He had the ability to 
guard so many different players.” 

When Michael Jordan returned from his baseball hiatus, the 
dominant duo racked up the Bulls’ second three-peat. And Pip- 
pen continued to earn his teammates’ trust and admiration for his 
selfless style. 

“He was accountable for his actions on the floor,” former Bulls 
center Bill Wennington said. “Usually, other players get blamed for 
stars’ mistakes. Scottie wasn't like that. He worked hard at prac- 
tice every day, even if he was banged up.”

White Sox bats fail in the clutch in costly loss to Twins 


The belief that the White Sox would survive in their 
quest for the American League Central title without 
acquiring a power hitter was based upon the clutch hit- 
ting they received during their furious run into conten- 
tion two months ago. 

But that timely hitting vanished in their final two 
losses at Baltimore and disappeared again Thursday 
against Minnesota. 

While the Sox couldn’t get the clutch hit Thursday 
night, Jason Kubel deflated the Sox’s chances of return- 
ing to first place by smacking a three-run home run off 
Gavin Floyd with two out in the seventh inning, en- 
abling the Twins to coast to a 6-1 win. The Sox now trail 
Minnesota by a game in the AL Central race. 

Kubel’s homer occurred on an 0-2 pitch from Floyd 
and happened after the Sox stranded runners in scor- 
ing position in three consecutive innings, including the 
two previous innings with the bases loaded. 


Vikings quarterback Brett Favre flew to Florida 
to have his surgically repaired left ankle checked 
by Dr. James Andrews on Thursday, according to 
the Minneapolis Star-Tribune. Favre has yet to tell 
the Vikings whether he will play this season, but a 
decision is expected in a few days.

Video game-style fight sequences. Constant pop culture references. Rapid-fire dialogue in the 
rhythm of a graphic novel. 

You get the idea: The screen adaptation of “Scott Pilgrim vs. the World” isn’t going to appeal 
to all ages. 

“It’s funny, people have asked us that, and it’s that strange thing where I wonder why we get 
leveled that kind of question, when nobody asks the makers of ‘Marmaduke,’ ‘Is this meant 
for the over-12s?’ ” said British director/co-writer Edgar Wright (Hot Fuzz”). “God, if'we got 
everyone under 30 to see this film, we would be trillionaires. It’s kind of more geared to younger 
viewers, but there’s nothing wrong with that.” 

The film, based on Bryan Lee O’Malley’s graphic novels, very much appeals to the roughly 
30-and-younger demo, It has an assortment of hot young actors (Michael Cera, Chris Evans, 
Anna Kendrick, Jason Schwartzman), some rising newcomers (Mary Elizabeth Winstead, Ali- 
son Pill, Aubrey Plaza) and a detached, quick-witted tone that will have some crying “hipster.” 

Cera, 22, plays Scott Pilgrim, a gawky bass player who, in order to continue dating Ramona 
(Winstead), must defeat her seven evil exes in combat scenarios that see the world as a video 
game. 

Cera, who’s in familiarly awkward territory of “Juno” and “Superbad,” said during an interview 
at the Peninsula Hotel that he was drawn to the film for the physical challenges involved in the 
fight sequences and the chance to work with Wright. He also loves the graphic novels. 


Besides “Scott Pilgrim,” the action-star 
extravaganza “The Expendables” opens Fri- 
day. How does Scott Pilgrim compare on the 
manly scale to guys like Sylvester Stallone, 
Jet Li, Dolph Lundgren? 

Michael Cera: Zero being Jaleel White, 10 
being Lou Ferrigno? 

Edgar Wright: What is the “Expendables” 
scale? Scott Pilgrim probably equals like a 
third of a [Jason} Statham.

Roberts takes role, empowers women to eat well

If Julia Roberts had a mantra these days, it would 
probably be: Eat Laugh Carpool. 

The mother of three had re-prioritized her 
life, opting to appear in films that don’t require 
her to travel far from home. She hadn't carried 
a big-budget film in 10 years, when she won an 
Oscar for “Erin Brockovich.” 

Then along came Ryan Murphy, the creator 
of TV’s “Glee” and “Nip/Tuck,” with the script 
for “Eat Pray Love,” in which Roberts would not 
only play the lead role, but she’d have to travel 
to various locations halfway around the world to 
shoot it. 

Tt took a few weeks to convince her, but the 
pretty woman eventually signed on. 

“When Ryan and I first had lunch together, 


didn’t have a clue if as was a workload I 


wanted to take on,” Roberts said during 
a news conference in Napa, Calif., to 
promote the film. “I was so struck 

by how easy he is. He’s just super 
relaxed and very smart. I was

really impressed with him. That is what kept 
me in it when I was still wondering about it. We 
leave as in love as we were the first day and that 
says a lot.” 

The film, opening Friday and based on Liz 
Gilbert’s best-selling novel, chronicles the jour- 
ney of a woman in search of herself. She starts by 
shedding some of her dead weight—her husband 
(Billy Crudup) and a younger lover (James Fran- 
co). She then heads to Italy in search of great 
food; taps into her spiritual self with the aid of 
another man (Richard Jenkins) in India and then 
ends up in Bali, where she finds a new love (Javier 
Bardem). Viola Davis plays her best friend. 

The film, which was only Murphy’s second 
feature film as a director after “Running With 
Scissors,” was shot in chronological order, which 

Roberts said was “a great luxury” for her. 
“You can’t start any movie in Bali and then 
leave,” she said. “So, there’s that. I think 
it was important for us to create the steps 
that she took and understand very clearly 
how she got from one point to the next and 
one place to the next and how the relation- 
ships evolved and what she gleaned from 
each one.” 
In her own life Roberts says being Mrs. 
Danny Moder and mother of twins Hazel and

lit to travelogue with none of the bittersweet perspective of the 

upcoming and beautiful “Cairo Time.” The superficial “Eat Pray 
Love” wants to chronicle a person’s rejuvenation through revela- 
tory life experience, but it feels like tapas for the soul. 


Phinnaeus, and baby son Henry, has helped 
her find her center. While she hasn’t had to 
go through the changes Gilbert did to do so, 
sharing her life with others made it easier to 
appreciate Gilbert’s journey. 

“I definitely knew that my life would 
continue to evolve until I found that place 
where I could fully occupy and live in, which 
is the home that I have now,” she said.

It was 
definitely great to have a fulfilled sense of 
my own life.” 

And while playing this role fulfilled her 
as an artist, being exposed to all that great 
food was a perk—even if she did have to eat 
six bowls of pasta in a single take or eight 
slices of pizza before noon. She didn’t gain 10 
pounds as some published reports suggested, 
but it did take a little more effort to squeeze 
into her skinny jeans. 

“They did go to great elaborate pains to 
make amazing food that I had to eat end- 
lessly in the heat,” she said, recalling one 
of her scenes in Rome. “So there was this 
one plate of pasta that we remember that 
was actually—all other circumstances re- 
moved — delicious pasta. It was super simple 
spaghetti with a little tomato sauce. It was 
delicious. That would have been my favorite 
bite.” 


Murphy said Roberts’ willingness to 
splurge on high-carb meals was one of the 
reasons he initially found her so amazing. 
Pasta is an A-list actress’s kryptonite. 

“One of the things that made me love Julia 
so much during our first meeting was when 
she said she thought one of the reasons why 
the book was so successful was because in 
many ways it gave women the permission 
to eat,” Murphy said. “I thought that was a 
very true thing which is why I thought the 
pasta eating scene was the most controversial 
scene ever caught on film.” 

The biggest challenge for Roberts had 
little to do with the excessive food and travel. 
It was playing Gilbert’s emotions through her 
various evolutions, but now that she’s done 
the film, she gets it. 

“I think if you’ve gotten to a place in your 
life where you have found a capacity to eat 
and nourish yourself in that way ... that 
somewhere along the way you've figured 
out your own identity and how to pray and 
relate to an energy or a creation that’s more 
than you—or else you can’t accomplish those 
other things,” she said. “How you do it—or 
relate to it or how you name it—I think be- 
comes insignificant to the act of understand- 
ing it.”

The buzz: This is one interesting collection 
of dudes in an action flick that offers base 
pleasures like darts played with large blades 
and Li battling Lundgren, something that 
previously seemed more likely to debut on 
Pay-Per-View. Calling “The Expendables” a 
cinematic meathead would be inaccurate, 
because the film, which Stallone also directed 
and co-wrote, does little to appeal to the 
head. Call it meatballs. 

The verdict: As an opportunity for giant 
lunkheads to knock each other around and 
blow things up, “The Expendables” is consid- 
erably more fun than the last “Transformers” 
movie. But the movie seems to think merely 
seeing these guys join forces is enough to 
fulfill fans’ blood lust and weapons fetishes. 
And it probably is.

A tiny Western Avenue storefront 
decked out with nautical kitsch and 
armed with a hard-working deep fryer 
might not be the first place you'd ex- 
pect to find two vets of Japonais, the 
chichi River North dinner and cocktail- 
ing choice of celebs and local tren- 
dinistas. But you’ve got to understand 
where they’re coming from. Chefs 
Eddie De Jesus and Abiel Harrison (for- 
mer Japonais saucier and sous chef, 
respectively), grew up in Humboldt 
Park with Jose “Joey” Gonzalez. When 
Joey returned from a stint living in the 
Caribbean with a vision for an island-in- 
spired shrimp shack in the old neighbor- 
hood, they were easy recruits. 


Now the trio of childhood pals mana 
counter-service BYOB where it’s almost 
impossible to spend more than $10 on 
dinner. Seafood is sold by the pound or 
half-pound, and a full pound of the most 
expensive item (jumbo shrimp) on the 
tightly edited menu will only set you 
back $16. Sandwiches—a spicy shrimp 
po’ boy and a “crabby patty,” a sauteed 
lump crab patty on a yellow dough bun 
with pico de gallo and cilantro-kissed 
Caribbean-style tartar sauce, among 
others—are $6-$8 each. 


Main attraction: Fried seafood. If its nat- 
ural habitat is water and it fits ina deep 
fryer, it’s probably on the menu. There’s 
shrimp (both popcorn and jumbo), cala- 
mari, catfish—even frog legs. Choose 
from an evolving menu of dipping sauc- 
es including mango-habanero, mustard- 
vinegar hot sauce and chipotle mayo. 


Best value: The combo meal, an $8.88 
bargain that includes a sandwich, fries 
(we recommend the hand-cut sweet 
potato fries) and a canned soda. The $4 
crab cake is a pretty solid bargain too.
